Hope  fur  luUlaii  Lniervcntion 

On  March  S  our  minister  at  Buch- 
arest telegraphed  that  the  Ruman- 
ian PYime  Minister  had  said  that  his 
conviction  that  liaU  "would  aoon 
move,"  had  become  stronger.  "My 
Uu5.«.ian  colleague  has  twice  seen 
the  Italian  minister,  and  while  the 
latter  had  often  before  apokan  to  him 
about  .  .  .  Italy  .  .  .  Joining 
us  in  the  war.  his  language  on  the 
la.st  two  occasions  was  more  precise 
than  ever  before  and  was  indeed  al- 
most presaing.  He  spoke  of  a<Muisl- 
tions  on  the  Adriatic  coast,  and  a 
share  In  tha  eventual  partition  of 
Turkey  .  .  .  Italy  would  have  in 
a  month's  time  an  army  of  1,IM.000 
men  ready  to  move.  .  .  .  Other 
aimllar  indications  flowed  in.  On 
Match  h  I  minuted  to  Sir  Edward 
Grey:  The  attitude  of  Italv  is  re- 
markable. If  she  can  l'<  r  lured  to 
join  with  us.  the.  Austrian  fleet  would 
t>e  powerleaa  and  the  Mediterranean 
aa  safe  aa  an  Knsllah  lake.  Surely 
some  effort  should  be  made  to  en- 
couraK''  Italy  tn  come  forward  Krom 
leaviiiif  an  alliance  to  declaring  war 
is  lUiU  I  step"  The  (•'nreign  Secre- 
tary replied  in  writing,  "1  will 
neglect  no  opportunity." 

Moat  Important  of  all  ware  the 
effecta  upon  Oreece.  We  have  aeen 
hew  on  February  II,  M.  Venixeloa. 
In  spite  of  his  friendship  for  the 
Allies  and  hl.s  deep  desire  to  Join 
them,  had  refused  to  be  drawn  into 
the  war  by  the  futile  offer  of  a  Brit- 
ish and  Krench  divlalon.  But  the 
attack  on  the  Dardanellea  produced 
an  Immediate  change.  On  March  1 
the  Britiah  minister  tn  Athena  tele- 
graphed that  M.  \>nIzeIos  had  put 
forward  a  proposal  that  a  iJreeW 
army  corps  of  three  divisions  should 
be  sent  to  Gallipoli.  Sir  Edward 
(trey  promptly  replied  that  His 
Majesty's  Oovarament  would  gladly 
accept  this  aid,  and  added  that  the 
Admiralty  were  very  anxioua  that  the 
Oreeka  ahould  assist  with  ships  aa 
well  as  troops  In  the  Dardanelles  The 
Mrltiah  Minister  replied  on  .March  2. 
"M  \enlxeloa  hopes  to  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  make  ua  a  deflnlte  offer  to- 
morrow ....  He  had  already 
approached  the  King,  who."  added

On  the  Xr  1  toe  nrlllsh  military 
attache  at  Athens  telegraphed  that 
"Tha  Tlaw  of  the  Greek  Oeneral  iKaft 
waa  unlTeraally  that  the  naval  attack 
should  be  aaalatad  by  land  operations. 
Their  plan  waa  to  disembark  four  or 
Ave  Greek  dlviaions  st  the  southern 
extremity  of  th«  peninsula  nnd  to 
advance  against  the  heights  east  of 
Maldoa.  Three  successive  defended 
positions  would  have  to  be  carried, 
but  Turks  could  not  develop  large 
forcea  owing  to  Uak  of  space  for  de- 
ployment. If  atmultaneously  an  attack 
by  a  separate  and  sufRclent  force  was 
made  against  lines  of  Bultalr.  either 
l>y  fllHemharkiriK  iroops  north  of  the 
lines  or  at  the  head  of  Gulf  of  Xeros, 
the  Ttirka  would  have  to  abandon  the 
Maldoa  region  or  run  rlak  of  being 
cut  oflf. 

Thua  at  thla  momOnt  we  had  within 
our  reach  or  on  the  way.  not  only 
l&.OOO  Anxaca  and  all  the  other  trnnps 
In  Kgypt,  the  Royal  .N'aval  Division, 
and  a  Kren<'h  Division,  we  had  also  at 
least  a  Greek  Army  Corps  of  three 
divlHlons  and  posslhly  mora,  while  a 
Russian  Army  Corpa  waa  aaaambllng 
at  Batonm.  It  would  have  been  quite 
eaay.  tn  addition,  to  have  aent  the  2fth

mentate— resounded  In  all  iU  deep  sig- 
nlfloanea  now  that  oondltlona  aa 
tragic  and  fate- laden  aa  those  of 
ancient  Rome  had  again  deecended 
upon  the  world.

The 
employers  her^*  say  that  they  cannot 
increase  longshoremen's  wages  for 
loading  Pacific  Coast  lumber  beeause 
American  shipowners  are  preventing 
Canadian  shipowners  from  settllnR. 
Hut  American  shipowners  have  Just 
Klven  a  ten-cent  per  hour  Increase  on 
the  base  wage  and  a  further  ten  cents 
per  hour  bonus  on  lumt>er  to  long- 
shoremen in  New  Tork  and  other 
Atlantic  ports  for  this  reason:  The 
New  Tork  longshoremen  claimed  that 
lumber,  which  used  to  come  overland 
now  comes  by  water.  They  point  out 
that  longshoring  i.><  now  nioi-e  diffi- 
cult, dangerous  and  objeetlonable : 
and  the  employers  gave  them  the  ten 
cents  per  hour  bonus  on  that  basis. 
This  iHtnus  was  conceded  by  the  em- 
i>loypri4  to  the  longshoremen  in  At- 
lantic ports  after  negotiations  cover- 

liiK  onl>  four  da.v.s.  Now  they  pet  t'n 
cent.s  per  hour  extra  for  iinloailinK 
I'ai  iflc  «'oast  lumber,  while  we  are 
refused  Ave  cents  per  hour  for  load- 
ing It,  work  which  is  more  difflrult, 
dangerous  and  requiring  more  skill.

After  many  fsJIures  the  flnt  tele- 
graph oebte  under  the  Aitontle  Oeean 
was  laid  on  September  1,  1166.  The 
flrat  meeaage  had  been  aent  eight 
yeara  before  from  Heart'a  Content,  In 
Newfoundland,  to  Vmlentla,  on  the 
southwest  coast  of  Ireland.  It  read:

Tke  kepea  of  the  great  adanttots 
who  had  worked  long  aad  patiently 
werr:  disappointed,  for  after  working 
a  ehort  time  the  cable  became  use- 
lesa  Thera  was.  however,  no  thought 
of  turning  back,  and  after  el^bt  years 
of  labor  constant  communication  was 
establtohed  between  England  and 
America.

ITH  attention  to  the  eaaentlals. 
there  Is  no  reaaon  why  one 
■hould  not  have  at  trifling 
<oat  bloom  from  bulba  during  the 
Winter  moatha,  and  enjoy,  in  fact,  a 
vcrlubla  Winter  garden.  This  is  ,,,, 
now  theory,  as  Winter  surdeninK 
with  bulba  ha.s  been  practised  in 
Canada  as  long  as  bulbs  have  been 
known,  but  the  \vl7en"  and  "how" 
are  not  aa  generfiliy  understood  as 
they  should  be.  aai  falluro  oomatlmea 
ifl  the  outcome.

If  bulbs  are  lo  be  grown  for  the 
house  In  pots,  the  soil  should  either 
be  a  compost  such  as  gardenera  uae, 
or  a  good,  live  garden  loam,  to  which 
should  be  added  one-third  leaf  mould, 
and  one-third  decayed  atable  manure 
sad  aharp  aand.  Those  who  have  no 
garden  can  purchase  the  right  kind 
of  soli  from  the  eeedman  at  a  mKder- 
ate  price  r^o  not  use  spent  aoil,  such 
as  that  from  window  boXOS,  aS  tO  4o

ihtmselves  to  the  aforamoatlOBOj 
claaaea. 

The  chiaf  difficulty  with  buihs 
atored  indoors  Is  i..  keep  the  moisture 
from  evaporating  from  the  soil  and 
still  not  apply  water  direct.  They 
must  not  allow  to  dry  out.  Should 
the  soil  become  dry.  blind  bulba  will 
result:  that  la  to  aay  thora  will  be 
foliage  but  no  flowara  Por  this  the 
balba  are  fnvarlably  blamed  it  is 
therefore  advisable  to  sprinkle  th» 
floor,  shelving,  etc..  at  least  once  a 
week. 

To  have  a  aucoesslon  of  flowers,  it 
-  not  neeasaary  to  pot  at  different 
perloda.  Pot  all  at  one  time  and  l.rmg 
out  a  batch  from  storage  every  week.

This  lengthy  visit 
rava  hla  an  opportunity  tn  laarn 
'ouch  of  their  habits,  customs,  mode 
of  life,  tribal  arrang:ementH.  and 
lanjruaRe;  of  .all  of  which  he  ha.s  loft 
us  full  and  accurate  descriptions. 

Wealth  of  9me  Tmaa 

If  the  ship  needed  repaira,  ao  also 
did  the  clothing  of  his  seamen,  who 
took  the  opportunity  to  replenish  their 
wardrobes  with  the  only  materials

II  Captain  Cock,  tharafora.  did  not 
tiseover  the  Northwest  Passage,  he.

rtir  trade.  It  may,  perhaps,  not  be 
uninterestln*?  to  recall  that  Captain 
Cook's  death  » a.s  directly  connected 
With  his  visit  to  our  Khi.re.s  After 
leaving  Nootka  .Sound  he  had  at- 
tempted to  make  his  way  to  the  ea.st- 
ward  from  Bering  Strait,  but  was 
driven  back  by  the  Ice.  and  had  re- 
turned to  the  Sandwich  lalanda  for 
the  Winter.  Indplant  trouble  havlflg 
devaiopad  with  the  natives  of  the 
HandWteh  Islands  at  Karakakooa  Bay, 
Cook  had  determined  to  leave  the 
spot  forever.  Soon  after  snlllnK,  how 
ever,  he  discovered  in  a  pale  that  some 
of  the  work  that  had  been  done  at 
.N'ooiKa  ."-^lund  wa.>»  defective.  To  make 
the  nece.sjsary  rerialrn  he  knew  of  no 
safe  place  except  Karakakooa  Bay. 
He  was  accordingly  forced  to  retura. 
He  reached  Karakakooa  Bay  on  11th 
Kebruary.  177>.  and  waa  kltlad  throe 
days  later. 

nrltlsh  K.ntcr  Trade 
The  British  were  naturally  the  flr.^f 
to  enter  Into  the  m.iritime  fur  trade 
At  the  commencement  the  skin  of  the 
sea-otter  only  waa  sought.  To  realise 
the  Immense  effect  of  the  search  for 
the  sea -otter  on  the  saographical 
knowledge  of  our  coast,  we  have  only 
to  ramambar  that  Captain  Cook  had 
only  aaea  one  small  spot  on  our  coajti 
—all  tha  remainder  was  totally  un- 
known. Whether  (t  wa.s  an  unl.roken 
line  of  land,  or  cut  with  enormous 
hays  or  fringed  with  a  great  arcJii- 
peln(,-o  no  one  knew  The  (Irst  m  iri- 
'  me  trader  came  In  1785,  and  within

A  word  may,  perhaps,  be  aald  here 
about  the  sea-otter.  It  ^land.^  «lde 
by  side  with  the  beaver  a«  one  of  the 
great  Impelling  for<  es  in  the  hIMory 
Canada,  and  dlvlde«  with  the 
'^r  Ihe  honor  of  inciting  ths 
geoKraphlcal  discovery  In  AmerIcA 

John  Jewltt.  the  captive  of  Nootka. 
Of  whom  I  shall  speak  at  length,  thus 
describes  this  interaating  animal:  "It 
Is  nearly  live  feat  1^  length,  exclusive 
Of  the  tall,  whlchi  Is  about  twelve 
laches  aad  very  tftiek  and  broad, 
w^ere  it  Joins  the  body,  but  gradu- 
ally tapafa  to  the  end.  which  li.  tipped 
with  white.  The  color  of  the  re.sf  is 
a  shlnlnK  tilack.  with  the  exception 
of  I  hroiid  white  •ilripfl  on  the  top  of 
thr  I  N.iitiinff  can  he  more  beau- 
tiful than  one  of  theae  anlmala  When 
seen  swimming,  espeeiatte'  whan  on 
the  lookout  for  any  object.

the  veHsel  unpaid  lloos  were  almont 
the  only  article  we  bartered  v\  ii  h  on 
thla  oc<aBlon,  and  indeed  'hi  s  were 
taken  so  very  eagerly  tl  i;  wa.s 
not  the  least  occasion  to  offer  any- 
thlng'alaa.  In  less  than  half  an  hour 
we  purchaaad  SOO  saa>otter  skins,  of 
an  excellent  quality." 

System  of  Barter 
In  a  manuacript    Journal  another 
trader,  who  was  at  the  same  spot  a 
year  laiar.  glvaa  tba  following  pic- 
ture:

The    Americans   entered    the  trade 
in  1788.   In  the  keen  competition  that 
ensued  the  monopollaa.  to  which  refer- 
ence haa  baan  made,  militated  atrongly 
acatnat  tha  Brttlah.    From  all  such 
galling    restrictions    the  Americans 
were  quite  free.    Naturally  they  soon 
oht.nlned  the  mastery.    Boston  w;l.m  the 
great  centre  of  this  tr.-tde;    so  much 
BO    that,    as    you    all    know,    in  the 
Chinook  Ja^on,  the  word  "Bouton" 
signifies  an  Anfarlaaa.    Beaton — 
"That  dty  of  culture  and  cod 
Whara  a  Liowell  may  sptek  to  a 
Cabot 

But  a  Cabot  speaks  only — to  Ood." 

The  Northwest  Coa."<t  ttoon  became  a 
mere  trade  suburb  of  Boston;  and 
SO  it  remained  until  the  Hudson's  Hn.N 
Company  entered  Into  the  struggle 
and  secured  tba  control  of  the  fur 
trade  for  tha  British;  but  by  that 
time  the  aaa-ottar  had  become  prac- 
tically extinct.  To  show  how  de- 
structive this  trade  had  been.  It  may 
be  noted  that  In  1*34.  when  the  I'.nt- 
l.sh  h.iil  lejfHlned  the  supreniac\  ,  at 
Kort  .\iKi|Uully  only  one  .s<ao't|.  T  skin 
wan  offered  for  sale;  and  even  ihiit 
Tf,i>H  not  purchased  inaamuch  aa  the 
entry  in  the  fort  journal  recorda  that 
as  the  price  could  not  be  agreed  upon, 
the  Clallam  Indians,  who  had  the 
skin,  had  returned  to  their  hoAie  and 
taken  the  akin  with  them. 

To  <ju<-ceed  In  thl^  trade  required 
mu(  h  iiii;.iiive  ;ind  orlfrlnallty  The 
Inrllan  wa-^  ,ilwi\s  verv  whimnic/il  and 
hii  whimsli  alii  e  ,  n  ircaaed  With  the 
competition  for  furs.  The  usual 
items  of  trade  were  bars  of  iron, 
sheeu  of  cop^.  k  ni vaa,  axea  ot  all 
kinds  aad  ahnpaa,  ehlaala.  pots  and 
pana,  mirrors,  guns  and  gunpowder, 
blanketa,  clothing,  blue  cloth,  and  (we 
should  blush  to  admit  it»  rum.  he 
sides,  of  course,  button  be.ids.  bells, 
trinket?  of  all  kinds,  etc,  etc  Hut 
the  trn<lers  found  that  while  iron 
might  be  in  demand  thl«  year,  next 
year  it  would  purchase  nothing;  again 
c  lothing  might  this  month  be  the  one 
thing  desired,  yet  next  month  it  would 
be  quite  worthless  as  a  medium  of 
trade.  Perhaps  then  nothing  but  cop- 
per would  be  required:  but  When  it 
was  offered,  the  sheets  might  be  re 
Jactad  aa  being  too  thick  or  too  thin, 
or  for  some  other  reason. 

Rnlea  of  Tm/na 
Naturally,  tha  effort  of  the  traders 
was  to  aaeertain  what  the  change- 
able natives  wanted,  or  thought  they 
wanted,  and  to  nuiiply  it.  if  the 
trader  could  go  further  and  create  s 
demand  for  somefhloK  that  he  alone 
could  supply,  he  freijuently  reaped  a 
rich  rewarrl  for  his  incentilty.  One 
of  the  best  examples  In  thl:*  regard 
is  that  of  Joseph  Ingraham  who.  in 
I  791.  was  In  command  of  the  Boston 
brigantine  Hope.  Whan  he  reached 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  Ingraham 
found  tba  nativaa  fully  stocked  with 
clothing,  knlvaa,  pots  and  pans,  etc 
In  hla  own  words,  he  realled  that  he 
had  arrived  "the  day  after  the  fair  ■ 
But  he  had  come  to  get  sea  otler  skins 
and  pea  otter  i«kinv  he  would  Ret  (tb- 
sarvlng  the  fondness  of  the  Indians
